C & N W Docks Work 
A t Near Capacity 
Lake Superior ore ports were 
V' eked by ice today and the Chi­ 
cago and North Western docks at 
Escanaba were jammed with boats 
loading as fast as possible in a 
rush for ore that is expected to 
continue for another week. 
Nearly 50,000 tons of ore was 
expected to be loaded out today 
from the C&NW’s two docks, a 
figure that would be higher if 
there was time to load the dock 
i ockets between boats. 
“ We are loading hand to mouth 
—or car to boat,” said Lee McMil­ 
lan, dock agent. 
“We expect the 
rush to continue until Lake Su­ 
perior is opened and that looks 
like it will not be for another 
week. 
Then we will go back to 
normal.” 
Waiting to Load 
Loading at the docks today were 
the Strs. Benson Ford, Sullivan 
Brothers (a return trip for the 
boat that opened the season here 
April 19), Hartwell, E. J. Block, 
and Harvester. 
Waiting in the bay for an open­ 
ing at the docks were the Strs. 
Cowle, D. O. Mills and P. D. Block. 
Scheduled to arrive today were 
five more steamers, the E. L. Ford, 
J o s e p h 
Wood, 
International, 
Shaughnessy, and Berwind. 
In the nine days since the open­ 
ing of navigation here 198,f»H6 tons 
or ore have been shipped from Es­ 
canaba. The amount of ore in the 
yards today is about 2,000 cars, or 
124,000 tons, double the amount of 
ore normally on hand. 
The first ore from the Gogebic 
Range arrived last night and more 
is coming. 
This is accumulating 
and will be loaded into Interlake 
and U. S. Steel boats that usually 
load at Ashland, but are blocked 
this spring by ice conditions in 
Lake Superior. 
To this date last year at Escana­ 
ba 485,815 tons of ore were loaded 
out—but the season opened on 
March 23, nearly a month earlier 
than this year.

It will not be our banking sys­ 
tem, nor in fact any of the things 
which have brought on previous 
depressions. 
The most prevalent 
belief is that the

business 
collapse will be brought about by 
competing labor leaders and un­ 
reasonably high taxes.

vealed th a t trouble w ith milk in 
th e ir vats during the curding pro­ 
cess had been traced to milk from 
cattle being treated for mastitis, 
an udder disease of dairy cows. 
This disease is now treated with 
penicillin or aureom ycin. 
Dr. W. V. Price, of the u n iv er­ 
sity’s dairy division, 
said 
the 


I drugs h a lt the grow th and upset 
th e norm al bacteria necessary in 
good cheese 
production. 
While 
n o t toxic, m ilk from cows being 
so treated presents problem s in 
all types of cheese so far tested. 
Dr. J. T. Schw ab, chief of the 
livestock sanitation division of the 
Wisconsin D ep artm en t of A gricul­ 
ture, advises that milk from cows 
being treated w ith 
penicillin or 
aureom ycin should not be m a rk e t­ 
ed during the trea tm e n t and for a 
period of th ree days 
after 
the 
trea tm e n t has been stopped, be­ 
cause small am ounts of the drugs 
get into th e milk. 'Such milk can 
be fed to calves, pigs or chickens, 
he said.

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Blight Threatening 
Glamor Of Dogwood 


(ZP) Newsfeatures 
ATHENS, Ga.—The dogwood, 
loveliest of the spring’s flowering 
trees, faces a dreary and blighted 
future because of a newly discov­ 
ered fungus disease. 
The disease, which attacks only 
the dogwood, withers or splotches 
the delicate bloom. 
Dr. Julian H. Miller of the Uni­ 
versity of 
Georgia, 
one of 
the 
nation’s top plant pathologists, re­ 
ports the disease now has 
been 
found in 
Florida, 
Georgia, 
the 
Carolinas, Virginia and Maryland. 
The great tragedy is, says Mil­ 
ler, that the disease can be con­ 
trolled, but who is going to look 
after the wild 
dogwood 
which 
each year turns the forest into 
white and pink fairylands? 
To those fortunate enough 
to 
boast, a dogwood on their private 
patches, 
Miller wants 
it knwn 
that he has found the fungicide 
called the Bordeau Mixture most 
effective in controlling the dis­ 
ease. 
The best time to spray, he con­ 
tinues, is just before the trees be­ 
gin to bloom. 
How the disease first 
came to 
light in 1948 is a story in itself. 
Dr. A. A. Bitancourt, plant patho­ 
logist from Sao Paulo, Brazil, was 
passing 
through 
Savannah one 
day enroute to Washington. 
With time to kill between trains 
Dr. Bitancourt went for a walk. 
The walk took him past a dog­ 
wood tree—and that was about as 
much as he saw of Savannah on 
that 
trip. 
He 
found 
the 
tree 
blighted and, like any scientist, 
wondered why. 
Dr. Bitancourt took samples and 
found to his surprise upon arrival 
in Washington that the fungi had 
not been classified previously. 
Since then Miller has gone to 
work on the problem and found 
that the disease lives 
over 
the 
winter in 
the buds, twigs 
and 
dead leaves of the trees from New 
England to Michigan and South­ 
ward.

“Ju m p on for a ride,” Anderson told his small children, Sheila, 
l l , and Bryan, 5, as he started the motor of his tractor and roared | 
out of the farm yard, across the w ater-covered clearing and into the 
fine maple grove at the rear of his farm. 
Arriving at the sugar busti, Anderson found his neighbors, Bill 
B ackland and R ichard ilaas, waiting for him to make the rounds to j 
collect the sap from the 1,200 buckets hanging on the maples. 
His i 
fath er-in-law , 68-year-old Jo h n Budingcr, who settled on the Cornell | 
farm in 1905, was chopping wood iii front of the syrup house. 
Anderson hooked the tractor to a sleigh, bearing a large circular ! 
m etal tank, for Hie collection of sap. Immediately, B ackland and 
! 
Haas each grabbed a couple pails and followed the tractor a few rods 
i 
into tile bush. They emptied the san Ii oui the buckets to the 
pails 


I and then carried the sap to the sleigh where they poured it into the 
j vat. 
Several stops were made in making the rounds on 
the sugar i 
bush trails. When the vat was filled, Anderson returned to the syrup, I 
house, where the sap was poured into an outside pipe leading to ii ! 
storage tank near the evaporator. 
B y late afternoon, Jo h n Budingcr was finishing Hie syrup run. 
Y ears of experience have given the Cornell pioneer the know-how 
for making a high-quality product. 
The sugar bush was begun in 1906 and has been operated annu­ 
ally ever since. Normal production is JOO gallons, but in 1947, a good 
year, the output rose to 275 gallons. 
The current market price for 
maple syrup is $5 a gallon, considerably better than it was in the 
early years when Budinger recalls he got only $1.25 a gallon.

Steel Industry Not 
Worried About Ore 
Pinch, Says Fairless 


W A S H I N G T ON— (ZP)— Benj a rn - 
in F. Fairless, president of U. S. 
Steel Corporation, said the steel 
industry is in no danger of run­ 
ning out of iron ore, the raw ma­ 
terial of steel making. 
Disputing contentions that 
the 
nation’s ore reserves arc 
nearly 
exhausted, Fairless said supplies 
of low-grade usable 
ores 
alone 
are adequate to last 
more 
than 
IOO years. This, he said, did not 
take into account 
huge 
foreign 
deposits of high-grade 
ore

have been found recently. 
Testifying 
before

House 
monopoly investigating 
commit­ 
tee, Fairless 
said 
the 
problem 
confronting the steel industry is 
not an ore shortage but the de­ 
velopment of untapped
